Thus while Ontario's latest 
Familiar, Forelgn and Near” page In The 
Geographic is an attractive one featuring 
hardy voyageurs on a northern waterway and 
such contrasting images as a night club scene 
and scarlet-coated Guardsmen, the actual 
Centennial celebrations are not mentioned 
until about halfway through the text. 

"In the same issue Quebec projects its 
traditional image of hospitality (not always 
reserved for fellow-Canadians!) and Expo 67 
fs mentioned three times — but there is not a 
word of what it is all about. There are pictures 
of familiar Quebec scenes but not one of the 
Expo site, let alone any explanation of the 
event. 

True, there is an illustration of sorts at the 
top of the page, representing the exhibition 
area, but it seems almost incidental. 

Then there is the State of Vermont, which 
will have a pavilion of its own and will be 
linked directly with Montreal through the new 
highway systems being built on both sides of 
the border in readiness for the influx of 
visitors to Canada. 

Vermont, after a long preamble on the 
beauties of this New England region describes 
itself as “The Beckoning Country .. .” And 
then, as a sort of afterthought, “‘Scenic Route 
to Expo 67.” 

> Again, nothing specific about Expo Itself, 

not even.a mention of the Vermont, pavilion 
there. - 
: Still, for anyone who is interested — and 
you cannot beat the Americans at the 
travelling bug, or find a people more curious (ft 
frequently misinformed) about the outside 
world, even that world closest to them — 
Canada — any publicity is good publicity. If 
they do not know exactly what Expo is all 
about, Americans will be sure to try and find 
out. But let's make it easler for our neighbors 
by telling them what they should know about 
Canada in 1967.

Pancreas Performs Vita 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Moloer: Would you 
explain the importance of the 
peocreas? — C. B. A. 

The pancreas is a useful or- 


gan lying just behind the stom- 
ach. It has two principsi func- 
tions, which are quite different. 

One is production of digestive 
juices, which act primarily on 
starchy foods, These juices en- 
tor the digestive tract a the 
same point at which bile (from 
the hiver) enters, The cther task 
{s production of insulin, which 
makes possible proper ‘uliliza- 
tion of sugar by the body. 

If K produces too little insulin, 


which-is its most common fault, 
the result is diabctes. 

If it produces (oo much 
insulin as it can from a tumor, 
the consequence is hypoglyce- 
mia, or episodes of bow blood: 
sugar and feelings of weakness, 
faintness, and, hunger, © me 
times even bbackouts. 

Like any other organ, the pan- 
creas can fal victim to inflam- 
mation, infection, cancer, It can 
develop cysts, as can any organ 
which seerctes. 

Inflammation can be acute or 
chronic, the latter most often 
found in alcoholies. In acute at- 
tacks it can be extremely pain- 
ful, usually a continuing pain 
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lic school life. Always some 
quite innocent boy was accused 
of some ghastly crime, gener- 
ally a school theft, or cheating 
in an exam.

Mr Watson said that it would 
be cheaper to build all three 
stages at one time, but if this 
was not feasible the project 
would be planned so that a mint- 
mum of demolition would be re- 
quired.

A World of Abstractions

“Three headlines on the foreign 
news page loday read: “Red 
Planes Shot Down Near Fleet,” 
“Shaky Greck Coalition Falls,” 
and “West Germany May Let 
French Troops Remain.” 

Almost: all headlines are ab- 
stractions, because they must of 
necessity compress a lot of 
meaning into a little space. But 
the danger {s that we begin to 
think in headlines, ioo — that is, 
we transform the living world 
into a set of abstractions. 

There is really no such thing 
as a ‘Red plane.’’ It is a plane 


* flown by a human being and 


owned by the Sovie} govern- 
ment. There Is really no such 
thing as a “Greck coalition.” 
There are only human beings 
who live in Greece, and have 
differing political opinions. And 
$0 on. 

What Gabriel Marcel, the 
French Catholic existentialist, 
has called ‘the spirit of abstrac- 
tion" is responsible for much of 
our woe in the world. Ag long 
as we think of our enemy as the 
“Vietcong,” we can pursue our 
war, for we are, just ki'ling a 
hated abstraction. And they, in 
turn, are just killing “Yankee 
imperiatism."” $ 

But the lads who fight for us 
are no more “imperialists” than 
the lads who fight for Northern 
Vietnam are “Reds.” They are 
all mother's sons, doing what 
they are told to do, fighting be-

-Dear Dr. Molner: The doctor 
says my son has histoplasmosis, 
and I would like some informa-

This is a fungus infection, usu- 
ally traced to inhaling spores 
which apparently are carried by 
chickens, birds or bats and dust. 

The important question is one 
you must ask your doctor: Is it 
a systemic case,’ or a benign 
one? If the disease spreads 
through the system, it is an ex- 
tremely dangerous matter. But 
if it is a benign case — of which. 
there are thousands — very of- 
ten it is‘so mild that i is mis- 
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cause they have to, ‘hoping to 
God they get out alive and re- 
turn to, their familles. 

When we hear tha “the 
French" are doing this, or “the 
Germans" are doing that, we 
forget that these are Unreal en- 
tities, like “the 31st Ward” or 
“the upper Mohawk Valley.” 
And the philosophy called exis- 
tentialism has taken hold so 
firmly these days precisely be- 
cause many thinkers have at 
last rebelled against the tyran- 
ny of abstraction. 

It is people who fight, not 
countries. It Is buman - beings 
who bleed and die, not ideolo- 
gies or” political units. As long 
as we ccntinue to think in ab- 
stractions, we wil find Ht easy 
to fight and to kill: once we be- 
gin to think (and to feel) ia 
terms of living entities, we can 
no longer lie to ourselves about 
what we are doing. 7 

Abstraction is necessary for 
some montal processes, but it Is 
dangerous 2nd fatal when we 
apply it to the concrete human 
condition. Yet this Is what all 
governments wart us to do — 
to regard our own cilizens as 
“people,” but to regard the 
citizens of other places as “the 
Vietcong" or “the French" or 
“the enemy.” As long as we 
can be -persuaded to substitute 
the abstraction for the reality, 
we can’ be persuaded to com. 
mit any crime in the name of 
“patriotism,” " 
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taken for flu or tuberculosis, or 
may even pass pretly much uo- 
noticed, leaving some scarring 
of the lungs which may be dis- _ 
covered only long after the ill- 
ness has come and gone.

Fragmented stories of the 
exploits of Bieler and other 
Canadians who joined Brit- 
ain's Special Operations Ex- 
ecutive (SOE) and were para 
ehuted behind enemy lines 
have filtered through the 
pages of post-war publica- 
tions.

months before he could stand 
and walk again. 

His back still pained him 
and he could not get rid of 
a tortured limp. But he re- 
fused to retreat, returning 1n- 
stead to St. Quentin where, 
Cookridge says, “action soon 
followed." 

“In May 1%43, for instance, 
he and his French helpers cut 
railway lines between Paris 
and Cologne 13 times. They 
blew up the tracks, destroyed 
points, signal boxes and shunt- 
Ing sheds between St. Quentin 
and Valenciennes, Maubeuge 
and other Belgian stations.” 

That spring the British 
chiefs of staff made the wa- 
terways winding throuch 
northeastern France to the 
Mediterrancan a top prioriiy 
target and ordered Bieler to 
smash the lock gates at St. 
Quentin. The explosive ma: 
torials were dropped by para- 
chute. But Bieler decided to 
improve on instructions. With 
local resistance leaders, he 
paddled out in a little boat 
loaded with time - switch 
bombs.

Municipal Board’s Powers 
” ‘Does’ the Ontarlo Municipal Board enjoy 
too much power over local municipalities? 
Should its power be curbed to permit Belleville 
for example to exercise the power supposedly 
vested in City. Council? 

These are questions that come to mind 
considering Council's 6 to 4 vote in favor of an 
Etobicoke township resolution calling for 
removal of the legal significance of an official 


“plan. 


* The effect of a plan being binding in the 
legal sense — that Is, binding on the munici- 
pality — {s tantamount to it requiring OMB 
approval before it is put into effect, or before 
changes can be made. The OMB holds sway in 
this manner with projects ranging from plans 
for new schools to official city plans like 
Belleville's, still under preparation. 

The planning board itself is opposed to the 
Etobicoke resolution, possibly because it feels 
like Alderman Douglas Boyle that the Ontario 
Municipal Board is a safeguard. 

Alderman Boyle.also makes the point that 
it Is not too clear what-Etobicoke is requesting 
in its resolution. Ha says it ls “confusing,” and 
we have to agree. Does it call for abandonment 
of OMB jurisdiction, or what? 

Mayor Ellis suggests that because Etobi- 
coke’s plan is more than 20 years old lengthy 
delays occur in obtaining OMB approval of any 
changes. He says if a plan is reasonably new, 
however, and proposed changes are well 
thought out, OMB approval can’ be expected 
within three or four months. 

Still, even this relatively short waiting 
period can be a frustrating one, as any 
municipality will testify. Just because the OMB 
js there, and has been arolind for some time, 
does not take away from the fact that it is 
essentially a remote, “big brother” organization 
that has the final say in every major project 
spawned by any municipality in the province. 

Alderman Donald Joss views the situation 
as a “continual erosion of municipal govern- 
ment authority. 

- His words were echoed by Alderman .J. 
Russell Scott, who says: “It’s just another 
power taken away from the people iia 
answerable to the electors.” 

And they have a point. . 





Housing Program 

The Government's spring housing 
program, under which direct federal loans will 
be:made to bullders for up to 20,000 new units 
is viewed as only a stopgap solution to the 
current shortage. 

Other long-term measures, including the 
anticipated re-entry of the chartered banks 


. into the mortgage field, are expected to effect 


a general improvement as the year progresses. 

Although a record 162,192 dwellings were 
completed in Canada last year, construction 
starts were down 19.3 per cent to a yearly rate 
of 134,474. But Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation president H. W. Hignett indicated 
of late that the situation. should improve 
sufficiently so that by the fall the number 
of starts are hitting a rate of about 170,000 
annually. 

If the building program does pick up there 
remains however the problem of the’ prospec- 
tive owners’ ability to afford today’s high- 
priced homes. Interest rates are a burden to 
most people in both the low and middle-income 
brackets, while the 11 per cent sales tax on 
building materials puts an added strain on 
construction firms and potential buyers alike. 

A lowering of these rates, even by a small 
amount, would be to the benefit of builders and 
the public at large. It would stimulate 
construction and encourage home ownership.

Thoughts * Large: 

The temptation to be well- 
thought-of by those around us 
can kead us into greser sins 
against the spirit than any of 
the classical temptations, such 
as lust, greed, or love of power. 

The true course of work his- 
tory — properly understood — 
doesn’: consist of events, but of 
motives; the events are only 
symptoms, but we mistakenly 
take them for causes. 

The current rage for spy 
novels and spy films and spy 
TV shows is our way of having 
ovr aggressive cake and eating 
it, too — for a spy, by definl- 
tion, Is 2 man who can lie, steal 
and kill, and still stay unpunish- 
ed and “within the law” of the 
country he is working for. 

The same beauty that initially 
attracts a man eventually re- 
pels him if there is no strength 
of character beneath it; and the 
same strength that initially at- 


tracts a woman eventually re- 


pels her if there is no tender- 
ness of character beneath it. 

We have “misgivings,” but 
whatever happened to ‘“‘giv- 
ings"? And we have “preludes” 
“postludes,"" and “‘interludes,”* 
but whatever happened to plain 
“ludes’'? 

One of the subtlest and least- 
known of Montaigne's observa- 
tions — in profound anticipation 
of Freud — is that ‘There is as 
much difference between us and 
ourselves as between us and 
others.” 

Those pins some college stu- 
dents wear, “Make Love, Not 
War.” embody a deep psycholo- 
gical truth:. that an exaggerat- 
ed power drive is a perversion 
and a thwarting of the erotic in- 
stinct im man, aod sggressors 
from Alexander the Great to Hit- 
ler have always been deficient 
in the erotic area.

Williamsburg Is Considered 
Oldest Continuous Fair in Ont. 


What Js the oldest continuous 
fall fair in Ontario? 

According to Phil “Mr. Pic- 
ton Fair’ Dodds, who is com- 
piling a history of fairs for the 
Ontario Association of Agri- 
cultural Societies, it could be 
the Willigmsburg fair In Glen- 
garry township. 

Bringing delegates up to date 
oo the progress of the history, 
Mr. Dodds told delegates at 
the Central Fairs meeting iu 
Belleville yesterday that the 
Glengarry fair society was or- 
ganized in 1812 and an ancual 
fair had been held on thegame 
sile since 1814, 

The Glengarry Fair must 
have been worthwhile, to have 
survived so long,” he said. 

But then fall fairs in Ontario 
have something of a record for 
longevity.

The ‘National Council of Women is the 
latest body to urge liberalization of the divorce 
laws. In a brief to the parliamentary divorce 
committee it has recommended widening 
grounds for dissolution of marriage to include 
insanity, cruelty and desertion. > ° 

These are simple humanitarian considera- 
tions and they have been urged upon Ottawa 
time and again. Ultimately the Government 
shouid get the message that the law as it 
stands at present {s lacking in both compassion 
and in common sense. 

Another anomaly Is the absence of & 
proper. divorce court to deal with such cases 
exclusively. At the Ottawa hearing Mrs. F. R. 
Underhill, a London, Ont. lawyer, suggested 
there Bhould be a separate divorce court. She 
vsaid divorcee cases sometimes “clutter. up” 
regular’court rooms.

Broadcasting Issues 

The CBC suffers from 4 surfeit of confused 

administration, compounded by a stratified 
chain of command which makes for poor 
communications between the policymakers and 
the lower echelons who are the ones dolng most 
of the creative work and presenting the actual 
programs. 
Certainly that was the case during the 
wrangle between management and some of its 
leading producers some weeks ago. Improve- 
ments may have been effected in the 
administrative sphere since then, but It is clear 
that the CBC as an organization supported by 
public funds leaves a great deal to be desired, 
not only In the area of administration but in 
program content. 

The Commons broadcasting committee has 
been delving into these problems of late and it 
has just heard some useful advice from Sir 
Hugh Greene, director-general of the publicly- 
owned British Broadcasting Corporation, and 
Sir Robert Fraser, head of the Independent 
Television Authority. 

The committee learned that in Britain 
clear-cut areas of responsibility have left it 
free of the kind of controversy that has been 
experienced here. By contrast the Canadian 
acene appears to be a maze of overlapping 
responsibility and agencies. 

Perhaps the most interesting thing to 
come out of the meeting was Sir Robert Fraser's 
remark that interposing any kind of regulatory 
body — such as the Board of Broadcasting 
Governors in Canada — in between the 
government minister responsible for broad- 
casting (State Secretary Judy LaMarsh) and 
the directors responsible for the public and 
private sectors of broadcasting <‘raises the 
whole question of who is responsible for what.” 

It is then, said Sir Robert, that “wrangics 
break. out.” If this seems like a statement of 
the obvious, it is often the very thing that 
goes. unnoticed In the complicated chain of 
command that pervades many publicly-owned 
corporations. It is one of the prices we have to 
pay for democracy, as weli as for the acting out 
of Parkinson's Law. And as often as not It takes 
neutral observers ,in this case the two British

If he 
had stolea a thousand times that 
much, end had the proper con- 
nections, he might have served 
a year, or not at all. There Is 
almost an inverse ratio Ia such 
matters, 

“Crime” js no an Isolated 
factor in society. When the 
crime rate is high, it is general- 
ly because the whole system of 
Jurisprudence is perverted. 
When we ‘get tougher,” it is 
oniy the poorest, the clumsicst, 
the dumbest, who are hurt 
mote. The slick professionals 
continue to beat the raps, laws 
or no laws.

Common Market 


France, having arisen from the humillation 
of defeat and the ashes of warmtime Europe is 
now in a position where It stands virtually on 
its own. 

Jt maintains token membership of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization, but its 
refusal to permit United States aud Canadian 
military aircraft to be based on French soil any 
longer, and the fact it has nuclear weapons of 
its own, ate indications it can stand on Its 
own feet. 

President de Gaulle has seen to that. The 


country of which Churchill one said: “I have’ 


two crosses to bear — my own and the Cross 
of Lorraine” (meaning !n particular a stubborn 
and recalcitrant de Gauille) 1s no longer 
dependant on” either the United States ‘or 
Britain for either moral or material ald. 

In the Common Market negotiations too 

there 1s no Jack of hauteur and even arrogance 
in the attitude of France toward Britain to 
whom St owes , so much as an ally of long 
standing. 
Z Britain, during the reign of the last 
Conservative government, came away empty- 
handed from the original Common Market 
negotiations in Brussels, Then, as now there 
were many Imponderables, and many problems 
that were irreconcilable, auch as Britain's 
trading relations with’ the Commonwealth 
countries, as well as the take-lt-or-leave-It 
attitude of a France bent on permitting British 
entry only on its own terms. 

Today, with Britain once again attempting 
to enter the European trading community, the 
situation has changed little, De Gaulle is still 
very much in charge and in fact has put one 
more difficulty In Britain's path, 

It Is in the fiscal field. France has removed 
all of its exchange-control regulations, with the 
result that the franc is now fully convertible. 
This move aims to Implement de Gaulle’s plan 
to make Paris one of the world's main financial 
centres, and the franc in effect now has many 
of the attractions of a reserve currency rivalling 
aterling and the United States dollar. 

However, if France has any ideas about 
the franc taking precedence over sterling 
(which de Gaulle regards as a stumbling block 
to admitting Britain) the UK ts not falling 
into such a trap. Chancellor of the Exchequer 
James Callaghan has announced that Britain 
will not abandon its role as world sterling 
banker to get into the Common Market. 

And there the issue rests. To be sure, 
France has Its problems too, but It has been 
tackling them with skill and verve. If it owes 
much to Britain for wartime comradeship and 
moral support, as well as friendship for the 
long-standing ties between the two, ft is also 
entitled to respect and admiration for the 
manner in which ts has risen to a position of 
eminence and power in the postwar world.

Quality of Courage 


The quality of courage is to be found in 
unexpected quarters. There is the quiet (and 
perhaps the most admirable) strength \from the members. ‘If we were 
displayed by people over a lengthy period of 
time — the struggle just to maintain family 
and financial sécurity for instance makes 
heroes of many people. 

There is too the raw courage of the battle- 
field witnessed virtually every day in Viet Nam, 
as it was in other.conflicts down the years. And 
there Is the deliberate, calculated brand of 
valor that accepts the risks and enables a 
person to embark on a dangerous mission 
knowing he may not return. 

Such qualities are found in both men and 
women. French newspater woman Michele 
Ray is one such. And an unlikely enough 
heroine she is. Before entering freelance’ 
journalism Miss Ray, 28, was a Paris fashion 
mcdel. Three weeks ago she disappeared in 
Viet Cong territory after setting out from 
Saigon to motor the length of South Viet Nam. 
Now she has emerged from captivity, cheerful 
and unharmed but saying little about her

Opposition mem- 
bers charged that the cancelled 
tour was nothing but a Cook's 
tour arranged by the department 
which would not permit mem- 
bers to find out the things they 
wanted to learn, Milloa Kieio, 
chairman of the Indian Affairs 
Committee, said that it was ean- 
celied because of lack of interest

Whichever explanation one ac- 
cepts, it reflects if on Parlia- 
ment as a whole. Meanwhile the 
Indian - Eskimo Association of 
Canada has made the following 
observations about the plight of 
the Indian in 1966.

Some 24 per cem of ail Indians 
are e illiterate. In 
Manitoba, to take one province, 





more than half of the female in- 
mates of reformatories are In- 
dian, while the Indian popula- 
tion numbers 27,778 owt of about 
one million. Only nine per cent 
of Indian houses have toilets; 
4 per cent have electricity; nine 
per cem have sewers or septic 
tanks. Some 57 per cent of In- 
dian families live in houses of 
three rooms or less compared to 
the national average of 11 per 
cent. 

As the Association says, theit 
plight is a national disgrace. No 
one would think it judging by the 
priority it is given in Canada's

A firm hand and a willingness 
to listen will do much to eara 
the love and respect that parents 
need from their teenagers. 

In many homes the “father 
image” which is so important to 
children, is lost, and they turn 
to someone outside the home to 
fasten thal image to. The gap 
between children and parents 
widens, disrespect and rebellion 
set in and juvenile delinquency 
starts. Many parents are too 
busy running their own lives, 
They forget to show any interest 
in the daily hapovnings of their 
family.

Providing 2 
home and spending money is act 
the only thing that a child needs. 

A healthy teenager today does 
not become a sick adolesceat to- 
morrow without some cause.

- Class Gulf and the Law 


By SYDNEY J. HARRIS . 


When we read accusations of 
“police brutality,” we have to 
understand @what the phrase 
means. Sometimes it means 
that beads and bodies are hurt; 
just as often, it means that feel- 
ings are burt, 

What upsets Negroes, Puerto 
Ricans, Mexicans, and poor 
people generally is the fact that 
they are not treated with the 
same respect (pot to say def- 
erence) by the police as are the 
more affluent members of the 
community. 

There is no question that most 
police in most cities are acutely 
sensitive to differences in social 
and economic standing. A mid- 
“die - class person is rarely talk- 
ed to the way an obviously poor 
person is talked to. The former 
is treated as 2 decent citizen un- 
til K is proved otherwise; the 
latter is treated as a suspicious 
character until it is proved 
otherwise. 

It Is the double standard of 
approach and handling that 
gives rise {o accusations of “‘po- 
lice brutality,” even when the 
police have committed no overt 
act of violence. If their attitude 
is bellicose and bullying. the 
“guspect"’. may even provoke 2 
pushing around in order to jus- 
tify bis dislike and grievances 
gains copdom. 

To the poor, the police are 
hated, despised and feared fig- 
ures — which means that the 
police get no co-operation from 


them. Their reaction irritates 
the police, who then become 
even more betlicose and bully- 


ing, and the circle of mutual dis 


trust is never broken. 

What they fail to understand, 
of course, ig that the police 
themselves are fearful in such 
neighborhoods. They know they 
are looked upon as enemies — 
in contrast to middle / class 
neighborhoods which fn 
them as protectors — and their 
fear of reprisal makes them talk 
and act tougher. There is a ‘‘psy- 
chological feedback” in tbe po- 
lice - and - the - poor relation- 
ship that perpetuates hostility. 

The police, in point of fact, 
are much kess brutal thaa they 
were even a decade or two ago; 
the florid flatfoot who swung 
his club first and asked quest- 
jons afterwards is fast die- 
appearing from the force. But, 
as against this, poor people are 
more aware of their rights than 
they were.even a decade or two 
ago, and they are beginning to 
demand the same civility that is 
shown to their more affuent 
neighbors. 

“Police brutality’ ts largely a 
semantic question, and Ks solu- 
tion is more a matter of prycho- 
logical attitudes than laws. To 
treat a man like dirt, without 
reason, may hurt him more than 


, hitting him — and may, indeed, 


encourage him to provoke phy- 
sical violence. It may be an- 
aher decade before our police 
wake up to this truth.

-Maoists Intensify 
Anti-Soviet Drive 


TOKYO (CP)—Mao Tse-tung’s 
forces intensified their anti-So 
viet campaign today with hos- 
tile demonstrations in a dozen 
Chinese cities and new orders 
for fighting the Kremlin's brand 
of communism. 

The official New China news 
agency said demonstrations 
were held throughout China to 
emphasize “China's mounting 
protest against the Soviet revi- 
sionists’ outrages.”’ . 

The Peking correspondent of 
the Japanese newspaper Yo- 
Mmiuri said Mao had issued in- 
structions for setting up in the 
capital a “liaison station for 
struggling against revisionis:n” 
—China’s label for the Soviet 
brand of communism. 

The Maoists in a Red Guards 
publication also gave new evi- 
dence of trouble in their own 
ranks with a warning to the 
faithful. to be on the alert 
against a “palace coup” or an 
“armed coup.” 

Maoist criticism of the Chi- 


~ pese Army was reported mount- 


ing also, with Peking wall 
posters accusing soldiers of 
suppressing Mao's followers as 
well as his opponents. 

Posters said army units had 
caused “great confusion” by 
turning against “truly” revolu- 


seven provinces. 

Some posters, Indicated the 

incidents resulted from inability 
of the troops to distinguish the 
good elements from the bad. 
Other reports from Peking sug- 
gested deliberate opposition to 
Mao in the army ranks. 
* Anti-Maoisty in a district in 
Szechwan province were re- 
ported to have caled out armed 
troops to aid their couster-of- 
fensive against pro-Maoists. 

Caught bythe backlash from 
the anti-Soviet rioting in Peking, 
the Polish and Hungarian em- 
bassies decided to follow Rus- 
sia's example and evacuate the 
wives and children of “their 
staffs, Yomiuri’a correspondent 
said. 

In Sofia, the Bulgarian foreign 
ministry summoned the Chi- 
nese charge d'affaires to pro- 
test alleged maltreatment of 
the Bulgarian ambassador and 
embassy employees in Peking 
Tuesday. 

Reports from Peking also told 
of new moves by Mao’s aides to 
curb the Red Guards swarming 
over Peking.

BOGOTA (CP) — Colombia's 
worst earthquake in 50 years 
left at feast 68 dead and more 
than 300 injured Thursday aod 
caused panic ‘among thousands 
of people who fled into the 
streets. .

come in from remote villagers 
eut off by the quake. 

The state of Huila, a centre 
of political violence aod ban- 
ditry for the last 15 years, was 
the hardest hit. 

Police sald 46 were dead and 
220 injured in Huila, the mining 
and ranching region of 250,000 
persons 200 miles southwest of 
Bogota. Some villages were re- 
ported in ruins. 

As reports of destruction 
reached the capital, the govern- 
ment declared a state of elner- 
gency and ordered reconstruc- 
tion of damaged buildings worth 
millions of dollars.

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Attracting Industry 

Industrial Commissioner Ernst Knelsel 
has put his finger on one way in which Belle- 
ville might seek to maintain the impetus 
provided by acquisition of s new industry — 
fupérior Electric Company of Bristol, 
Connecticut, precision motor manufacturers. 

It has to do with speculative building. “I 
think what we need is local people to bulld 
speculative buildings,” he told businessmen at 
a “Build a Better Bellevile” gathering the other 
day, ° 
x “Lye got the propositions, the city has the 
land — 0 let's get together.” 

Contractor Maurice Rollins endorsed the 
commissioner's viewpoint and pointed out that 
Belleville has one of the lowest tax-rates in 
East-Central Ontario. 

Mr, Knelsel says he has three industrial 
prospects who might be srilling to locate in 
Belleville. However, the absence of buildings to 
euit their purpose has given them pause. 

The industrial commissioner's suggestion 
fg right in line with one we offered some 
mionths ago in an editorial on the industrial 
aituation here. It was suggested then that the 
clty might follow thesexample of both govern- 
ments in Ireland which have attracted many 
new industries by building “advance factories.” 

Once they are built and services provided 
these plants are offered to any interested 
manufacturer at low initial rental cost and 
attractive leases. : 

The only difference is that Mr. Knelsel 1s 
suggesting such building be undertaken by 
private builders rather than on a community 
promotion basis. The principle is the same, and 
it may be that speculativé building. will 
embrace initlative on the part of both private 
and community interests. 





"Heart Fund 


Canadians, we noted recently, tend to eat 
too much and exercize too little, and more and 
more citizens are discovering that thelr 


chances of being here today and gone tomorrow: °° 


are incresing. Some impose similar strains 
on thelr physique (and on the heart, in 
particular) by overwork and generally speak- 
ing burning the candle at both ends. 

So it docs not come as much of a surprise 
to learn that heart disease is the most serious 
threat to health today. Each year It takes the 
lives of 60,000 Canadians — more than all 
other diseases combined. ; 

The problem of heart disease grows as 
people live longer. The Ontario Heart 
Foundation notes that because of the added 
years of life expectancy, heart disease has 
Increased its death toll by half over the past 25 


And that is the paradox of the situgtion. 
People are living longer, but because they are, 
and because of the population explosion, there 
are more people around and consequently more 
potential victims of heart trouble. 

Today 1,200,000 Canadians suffer from 
gome form of heart disease (out of a population 
of about 20 million), and although 900,000 of 
these are able to lead useful lives, the remainder 
are seriously disabled. - 

Despite the toll, medical research and 
techniques are ensuring the recovery of many 
patients who otherwise would die or suffer 
prolonged: hospitalization and restricted 
activity. And there is another paradox in the 
fact that people who enjoy life most are often 
those who have been brought back from the 
brink by the skill of the surgeon, drugs and 
therapy. 

The Ontario Heart Foundation, now In Its 


- 18th year of operation, administers funds 


provided by the federal Department of National 
Health and Welfare and by the provincial 
Department of Health. Private and corporate 
support is also sought through the Canadian 
Heart Fund. ? 

Next week canvassers will be out In 
Belleville, calling on households to seek further 
support for this vital work. Formed in 1958, the 
fund Is a single national appeal to help finance 
the work of scientists In medical schools 
throughout .Canada. Currently 51 research 
projects are being carried out. 

The fund does not come under the United 
Appeal because it is not considered as belonging 
tn that category. Rather it Is something 
relating to the overall health of the nation. For 
reasons already stated heat disease is 
becoming more pres alent. It <3 the alm of the 
Heart Foundation, through this fund, to 
perfect existing medical techniques and to 
mwke nossible s.lll othe: which will save the 
Jives and extend the usefulness of heart 
victims. ;

The Viet Cong guerrillas have 
confirmed they ‘will obéerve 
further threa, + day truce, but 
have ordered, thelr troops to be 
ready to fight back if the South 
Vietnamese and allied troops 
launch operations during this 
period. 


The government spokesman 
sald today that 83 military op- 
erations suspended by govern- 
ment troops during the truce 
period would be resumed Sun- 
day “and maybe more opera- 
tlops will be launched.” 

The four + day allled truce 
period formally ends at 7 a.m.’ 
Sunday (6 p.m. EST today). 

The U.S. command reported 
Friday that the North Viet- 
Bamese have Increased truck 
and barge traffic south five- 
fold during the truce. 

The US. command an- 
pounced today, however, that 
the Communist supply buildup

Atom Blast 
Survivors 


“> Faring Well 


WASHINGTON (AP)}— A new 
summation of 20 years of re- 
search among survivors of the 
Hiroshima aod Nagasaki 
alomic bombings Indicates the 
long + range effects on health 
have been grim but not nearly 
as extensive as first feared. 

The appraisal Is In an official 
publication of the National 
Academy of Sciences that eval- 


uates highlights of 600 technical’ 


reports by the academy + ap- 
pointed atomic bomb casualty 
commission. 

The commission has kept tabs 
on 100,000 persons in the two 
Japanere clties — Including 
many who were within 1.3 
miles of the bomb-drop points, 
plus many non - exposed per- 
sons used as controls, 

Some of the hopeful findings: 

1. So far, at least, there has 
been no evidence of any in- 
crease in congenital malforma- 
tion In children conceived by 
radiation - exposed parents. 

2, While defects were found 
in the heredity + carrying chro- 
mosomes of about one-third of 
the heavily + exposed survivors 
examined, there is no evidence 


so far that these have affected. 


the persons’ health. 

3. The incidence of leukemia 
among those survivors exposed 
fo the bomb's radiation within 
about 2,000 yards of “ground 
tero” was up to 13 times higher 
than that of the normal popula- 
tion during the years between 
1950 and 1060. But “it has now

Drug May Be Banned 


The possibility of a Federal Government 
ban being placed on use of the drug LSD is 
believed to be under consideration. 

LSD has been in the public eye for some 
thme, though little is known about it. There is 
@ suggestion that under medical supervision, 
and depending on a patient's tolerance for the 
drug, tt could be beneficial in the treatment of 
mental illness. . 
“At the same time indiscriminate use of 
LSD ,with & view to experiencing its “‘mind- 
expanding” qualities, or heightened perception, 
is likely to produce “kicks” that the user did 
not bargain for. LSD users have been known to 
Jose complete control. As one newspaper put it: 
“There have been instances of users jumping 
off bridges, committing crimes of violence, and 

. losing their minds completely.” : 

Thus, until more fs costal seca tar 
particularly where its therapeu’ e if any 
under pads supervision is concernéd, the 
Government has a duty to keep a strict watch 
over its distribution.

Unable to contain’ his Impat!- 
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James Coyne Treads A Thorny Path

To hear James Coyne tell it, 
a banker's lot is not a happy 
one. 

He would have us believe that 
be has found even less joy in the 
world of private banking than 
came his way as goveroor of 
the Bank of Canada, and that 
wasn't much, 

It needs to be sald about Mr. 
Coyne that many of his woes are 
self-inflicted, to the extent that 
ff he didn’t go. looking for 
trouble, be wouldn't find it as 
readily as he seems to do. 

His activities In the world of 
high finance, following his spec- 
tacular departure from the Ot- 
tawa scene In 1961, seem to have 
been designed to make money, 
using the skills that he had ac- 
quired and also his public sta- 
ture and good name, 

Nothing wrong in this, certain- 
ly. His predecessor at the Bank 
of Canada, Graham Towers, did 
the same thing. Mr. Coyne's 
problems did not appear to mul- 
tiply until he agreed to put his 
status as 2 westerner Into the 


pot, and start a bank in Western 
Canada. 

After a good deal of palaver 
in Ottawa, Mr. Coyne and his 
eastern associates got approval 
and Mr. Coyne headed for his 
native Winnipeg to hang out his 
shingle as president of the Bank 
of Western Canada. 

He took with him bags of east- 
ern money, some of which were 
not as well filled as he thought, 
and the plan was to raise the ba- 
lance of the required capital 
from westerners, who were pre- 
sumed to be panting to have a 
bank of their own. 

Mr. Coyne quickly discovered 
that there is more to starting a 
bank than getting a charter and 
hiring a hall. 

The clamor for a bank in the 
west may have been deafening, 
but it may oot have been the 
Bank of Western Canada that 
westerners were clamoring for. 

If they wanted a bank that 
badly, why all that eastern capi- 
tal? And when Mr. Coyne's east- 
ern associates felt the need for 
ready cash, did they go to west- 
erners in quest of it? No, sir — 
they beat a path to the money 
markets of New York, says Mr. 
Coyne.

Mr. Coyne pressed the alarm 
bell in the teller’s cage, and 
has summoned westerners to - 
rally ‘round. It looksilike a case 
of back to the drawing board for 
all. concerned, 

Mr. Coyne implied that estab- 
lished banks (that Is, eastern 
banks) were pot pleased with 
his eastern associates for start- 
ing @ new bank, and that is why 
they wanted to do business with 
Westbank. 

He also Implied that wester- 
ners were skeptical about thé 
truly western nature of his bank, 
because of all that eastern 
money and eastern influence. 

Mr. Coyne’s solution is to put 
oo his western garb, and to 
sound and act as western as he 
can, in the obvious hope that 
westerners will ride to his res- 
cue, 

Older and wise bankers 
might tell him that people, wes- 
tern or otherwise, are not in the 
habit of riding to the rescue of 
banks unless they think there is 
a dollar to be made — regional 
patriotism manifests itself ia 
many ways, but banking, up to 
now, isn't one of them.

Banks go where they go to get 
a piece of the action — as Nova 
Scotians found out after they 
had started the Royal Bank and 
the Bank of Nova Scotia, only to 
see them move to Upper Cana- 
da.

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Pauline Johnson Received Only Three 
-Dollars for: Her Best- Known Poem 


VANCOUVER (CP) — She 
was paid only $3 for her best- 
known poem. 

She was hailed a1 excelling 
all other Canadian poets as a 
lyricist of love, 

She was the first Canadian 
woman, the first Canadian Ia- 
dian and the first Canadian 
writer to be honored by 
a commemorative Canadian 
stamp. 

At her death In Vancouver 
flags were. at half - staff 
throughout the city. 

This was Efmily Pauline 
Johnson, daughter of a Mo- 
hawk Indian chief and his* 
English wife. All her life she 
preferred to be known by her 
Indian name, Tekahionwake, 
meaning smoky hate of an 
Indian summer. 

Pauline Johnson died 54 
years ago, in 1913, but her 

. memory remains alive In ;this 
Centennial Year and copies of 
her poetry and other writings 
are displayed in bookstores 
across the country, 

Dr. J. D. Logan, author of 
Highways in Canadian Litera- 
ture, wrote of héP: “She has 
mot yet been equalled as a 
lyricist of love and her meta- 
phors are absolutely unique in 
Imagery and ‘n descriptive 
and emotional power.” 

The home In which she was 
born on the Six Nations Indian 
reserve near Brantford, Ont., 





"bas been regtored as a memo- 


rial, Ia the city of Brantford 
a plaque to her memory was 
unvelled in 1958. 

In 1961, the 100th anniver- 
sary of her birth, the Cana- 
dian government Sssued 2 five- 
cent stamp commemorating 
the strides made by Cana- 
dian Indians and their contri, 
butions to the development of 
Canada. 

The brown-and-green stamp 
depicted Miss Johnson in the 
foreground as a Victorian 
woman and in the middle 
background in tribal dress. 

The poet Is probably most 
widely remembered in her 
adopted city of. Vancouver 
where she died of cancer 
March 7, 1913. 

Her father, George Henry 
Marin Johnson, was a distin- 
guished Six Nations leader 
and 2 man of culture and in- 
telligence, He was a descend 
ant of one of the five families 
which made up the historical 
confederation founded by Hia- 
watha almost 400 years ago. 

Her formal education con- 
sisted of three years in an 
(Indian day school and two 
years In a Brantford school. 
But she acquired a wide gen- 
ers] knéwiedge in her child. 
hood by extensive reading— 
“especially poetry. 

As 2 child of four she was 
asked by a family friend what 
she would like him to bring 
her as a present on his next 
visit. “Please bring me back 
some verses,” she said. 

Probably her best - known 
poem is The Song My Paddle 
Sings. Yet she was paid only 
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$3 for It. 

She was 20 when her first 
work was published—in Gems 
of Poetry, a magazine printed 
in New York. 

In 1892 she began a series 


of public appearances, recit- ~ 


ing her own poems. The place 
was Toronto and her pres- 
ence was arranged by Frank 
Yeigh, president of the Tor- 
onto Young Liberal Club and 
formerly of Brantford, 


Pauline Johnson came on 
stage wearing a hand-made 
dress belted with wampum 
aod a necklace of bear claws 
and she was an immediate 
success, Subsequently she un- 
dertook # series of recitals 
ranging across the country. 

In 1894 she went to London 
bearing letters of Introduction 
from the Earl of Aberdeen, 
then Governor-General, Her 
talent was recognized by John 
Lane, manager of the Bodley 
Head, a London publishing 
firm, One overseas critle said 
of her work: “She has given 
us a new kind of poetry which 
Jars and jangles.” 

Homesickness drew her 
back to Canada again. 

Pauline Johnson once told 
Ernest Thompson Seton, the 
naturalist and writer, “My 
aim, my job, my pride \s to 
sing of the glories of my own 
people.”” 

And Charles G. D. Roberts, 
poet and author, wrote to her: 
“You are the original voice of 
Canada by blood as well as by 
taste, and the special trend of 
your gifts." 

After some 12 years of tour- 
Ing back and forth across 
Canada, and {wo more? trips 
to London, she retired to Van- 
couver in 1909. 

She died in a nursing home 
there. Her body was cremated 
and the ashes buried near 
Siwash Rock in Stanley Park.

could do: for him. “Nothing,” 
was the reply. “S just came here 
to tell you that I love you and 
believe in you." 

Much moved, Lincoln sprang 
to his feet, warmly clasped the 
man’s hand acd exclaimed, 
“You don't know how much 
food that does me! You are 
about the only man who has 
come here to see me that hasn't 
wanted something from me.”* 

To the day of his death Lin. 
coln remembered the simple 
thoughtfulness of a friend from 
fae away, who wondered if Lin- 
coln might not be lonely in 
crowded Washington. 

Most of us ere deeply touched 
by what we characteristically 
call “thoughtfulness.” Why is 
thoughtfulness more highly 
valued than simple good man- 
ners or impulsive favors done 
for us? What és thoughtfulness? 
MORE THAN KINDNESS 

Thoughtfuiness is far more 
than an occasional, spontaneous 
kindoees, Thoughtfulness literal. 
ly means ‘‘full of thought.” It is 
premecitated, and deserves 
double appreciation, It repre- 
sents a long training of the mind 
to see the needs of others, 

Thougttfulness means imagi- 
nation, raised to its highest 
level. We cannot really be in an- 
other's place. We must then tm- 
agine ourselves there. And this 
demands the grace of thougtn-

TORONTO (CP) — Progressive Conservative 
planners Sundsy by passed Montreal and chose 
Toronto for the party's leadership convention 
Sept. 69, although the time and place did not 
please Leader John Diefenbaker. 

Mr.. Diefenbaker, who has not yet said he 
will definitely contest the leadership, complained 
in Ottawa that there were plenty of other citles 


_.evallable for. the convention late in the spring — 


when he would have preferred it. 

In a statement, the 71-year-old leader sald 
the site and date were dictated by those who 
wanted the conveation to follow “a provincial 
election.” 

Most observers took this to indicate he expected 
an election in Ontario in the summer, although 
he made no specific mention of Ontario. Premier 
John Robarts has repeatedly parried questions 
about an imminent provincial election, 

Mr, Diefeabaker said there were other cities 
where the convention could have been held “‘in 
June or earlier if desired.” 

“But there was a strong element which felt it 
should not be held before a provincial election ex- 
pected to be held in the summer.” 

He conceded that once Toronto had been 
Poaplee as the convention city, then Sept. 1 was 

the earliest possible date "2 convention could be 
held. 

Premier Robarts, though he coasistently denies 
federal aspiration, is considered 2 prime candidate 
for the September battle as fs George Hees, 
member of Parliament for Northumberland and 
former trade minister under Mr. Diefenbaker. 

Mr. Hees said Sunday he will announce his 
intentions Thursday. 

Already committed to the leadership battle 
are Davie Fulton, member of Parliament for 
Kamloops and former Diefenbaker justice minister; 
Hugh Horner, MP for Jasper-Edson in Alberta; 
and John Maclean of Brockvile,,a defeated candi- 
date in the Leeds riding. j 

Timing of the con¥ention was a main issue at 
the meeting since Mr, Diefenbaker wanted an 
early race before his opponents could rally their 
forces. Dalton Camp, national association president, 
wanted a late convention. 

Mr. Camp led the campaign for a leadership 
convention this year over the direct opposition of 
Mr. Diefenbaker and most Conservative MPs, 

Mr. Diefenbaker wanted it early and in the 
West, where he has traditionally drawn his greatest 
support. Mr. Camp got it late and in an eastern 
urban centre where he and his supporters believe 
they have their greatest support. 

In addition, the early September convention 
may make it almost impossible for many farmers 
to attend, since it is in the middle of the harvest 
period. 

E. A. Goodman of Toronto, one of the chairmen 
of the meeting, noted this and commented that it 
was unfortunate but could not be helped.

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Stirling Protest 


There is a first time for everything, as 
Btirling High School principal J. L. Lambert 
has discovered. He says this is the first time 
any school of his ever got into the Press, 

Btirling students have been demorfstrat- 
ing against the possibility of thelr school being 
closed. They are opposing a move by the village 
council to dissolve the Btirling-Rawdon high 
school area and send the students to Belleville 
and Madoc. 

It is the old story of blood being thicker 
than water. Consolidation, and that is the 
word in education these days — bigger schools, 
bigger administrative areas — s knocking at 
the door. 

But the students are happy where they 
are, content-to go to school in the area that 
has served them well. True, the school offers 
academic courses only, so that about 100 
students taking vocational training must go to 
Madoc and Belleville. The answer of course 
{s to provide vocational facilltles in Stirling. 
It might not suit the planners or the theorles 
regarding consolidation and larger school 
areas, but {t would have regard for the wishes 
of the students, for thcir welfare and happiness 
which in the ultimate should come first. 

“Js this our Centennial project?” was the 
pointed question of one of the protest banners. 
“gos — Save Stirling-Rawdon DHS" the plea 
on another. A third one sald: “Expand — 
don't vacate.” 

The Stirling students have a point. They 
are among the new breed of young Canadians 
who more and more are trying to show the 
reat of us that their views count for something. 

Discussing this new aspect of the always 
interesting educational scene a parent was 
heard to suggest a reversal of the urban-rural 
relationship. Why, she asked, shouldn’t rural 
facilities be upgraded and have the. urban 
atudents go to the country for their schooling? 
Not only would this relleve pressure on the 
elty schools, but it would give young people 
raised in an urban environment some 
experience of the rural areas they have little 
opportunity of getting to know? 





The Personal Touch 


Whether the definition of genius as a 
“capacity for taking pains” is a valid one or 
not it 1s close enough to Dr. John Barlow's 
theories for getting the best out of people, 
elther individually or in relation to community 
service. 

Dr. Barlow is Belleville’s new Citizen of the 
Year and his address to the Jaycees banquet 
last Wednesday is worth recalling, Discovery 
of an individual's talents, sald Dr. Barlow, is 
not easy “because they are not tho towering 
genius of people like Einstein, Oppenhelmer, 
Cassals or Picasso. Rathef, they are the 
peculiar combination of perhaps relatively 
small talents that make the possessor unique.” 

The physic 
that is often lost or forgotten in the further- 
ance of community service on the basis of 
group activity, Doctors, like few other 
professional men, are in a position to learn 
more of a person's inner being than most. So 
that the prime talent in community affairs in 
his opinion is “a true regard for people.” 

Too often we pay only Ifp service to this 
ideal. Yet as Dr. Barlow knows, we ignore the 
human element in life at our peril. In losing 
sight of this truth, society at large must 
share much” of the responsibility for the 
psychological breakdown that afflicts so many 
people today. 

This is a materialist age and we speak of 
imbalances of trade and of exports and 
imports, But there is a similar imbalahce in 
our spiritual growth, and this too must be 
corrected if the nation is to enjoy true health.

Elizabeth Simcoe had a 
double reason for her eager- 
ness to see the city. Her 
father had served as aide-de- 
camp to General Sir James 
Wolfe in Canada and now she 
was accompanying her hus- 
band, Lieutenant - Governor 
John Graves Simcoe, to Niaga- 
ra, seat of the government 
for the new province of Upper 
Canada, 

Although barely five feet In 
height and aslenderly built, 
Mrs. Simcoe was every inch a 
governor's lady. Her busband 
had been commissioned to 
bring the benefits of British 
colonial rule to Upper Canada 
and prove to the Americans 
actoss the border their folly in 
turning their backs on Britain: 
to adopt democracy, Mrs. Sim- 
coe did her part by insisting 
on the dignity owed to her pos- 
ition and by maintaining the 
class distinctions on which 
English society was based. 

What distinguished Mra, 
Simcoe from her contempora- 
ries was her curiosity, intellec- 
tual brilllance and superior ta- 
Jent for drawing and painting. 
Travel, nature-study, sketch- 
ing and the cotection of na- 
tive remedies were ber pas 
sions, She moved ceaselessly 
around the country - side in 
search of “picturesque sights” 
to sketch, unusual plants to 
press and Indian recipes to re- 
cord in her notebooks. During 
her five years in Canada she 
kept diaries and notebooks, 
and made maps and sketches 
that give Canadians a rare ac- 
count of the first quarter-cen- 
tury of British rule.

Several of the teams have voiced thelr unhappl- 
ness with the situation, not necessarily because a man 
is considered a “bad official” but because they see too 
much of him. Over-exposure can cause friction from 
all concerned. y C 


MacDonald himself agrees he has been given too 
many assignments for games Involving the Quinte Me- 
Farlands and so does OHA vice-president Jack De- 
vine, of this clty. Yet the OHA feels that MacDonald 
fs the best man for the job on thelr staff. Most times 
he does it well, other times he doesn't. 


At least part of the blame falls back on the hockey 
clubs themselves. They offén ask the OHA to give them 
officials calling for as little travelling as possible, for 
financial reasons. 


And while Devine says some 23 officlals started 
the 1966-67 season in the district covering Kingston, 
Belleville, Picton, @renton, Peterborough and Co- 
Dourg, he admits that only a few are capable of refer- 

jeeing senige “A” and Jnnior “BY games, considered

BUI Hanley, the OMA workhorse, of Toronto, 
hands out all officiating assignments and, according 
to Devine, “gives the top man available in an area to 
the tup game.” And keep in mind that he cannot at 
sign a Belleville referee to a game Involving a Belle- 
ville team, for example.

OHA can give them but if the cost Is higher, then 
they must accept this too. 
































A few years back, this immediate arca was blessed 
‘with two of the best In Vern Goyer and Art Casterton, of 
Belleville and Kingston respectively. Were they both still 
active, adding men like MacDonald and Rene Ashton 
would make this district rich In good officiating, 


Some.60 people attended the OHA's officiating 
school in Trenton this past fall but Devine says that 
often a would-be-official quits before gaining exper- 
fence “because he Is not willing to accept assignments 
fn the lower classifications, a thing he must do to 
Jearn his fob and to galn experience.” 


Questioned as to whether OMHA and BMHA referees, 
often teen-agers, attend the OHA officiating schools, De- 
vine says yes In some towns but not In Belleville. 


“When our school wes held right here In the 
elty three years ago, I contacted the minor hockey 
people and Invited them to have any of all their ref- 
erees attend, Not one showed up,” he sald, 


This does not speak well for minor referees, either 
fa their present officiating jobs or for those who will 
some cay enter OHA work. 


“We reallze that officiating Is one of our major 
concerns but J would lke to note that the OFA has 
full contre! over its officials,” Devine sald. “We do 
net recognize such a thing as an officials’ association, 
thus if we don't feel a referee or finesman Is doing a” 
good job, he Just does not get the work.” ¢ 


There is no simple solution. Only willingness by 
the officials to’ work and learn thelr jobs well and 
full co-operation between the OLA and the teams can 
produce more and better referees.

Canada’s Role 


what js Canada’s real role in the world? 
One thing it is not — a military aggressor. 
actual or potential. 

Canada is that rare thing in international 
polities — a country of enormous wealth and 
even greater potential, yet one with no 
territorial or “imperialist” designs on anyone. 

For all its wealth of course, Canada simply 
. ts not a military power. A big country yes, with 
vast natural resources, but with a population 
ot only. 20 million still very much dependent 
on the United States for the, purposes of 
defence and economic development. 

Being small in the military sense does 
afford Canada the opportunity however to 
engage in a strategy Tailored not only to its 
own domestic security but to the maintenance 
of peace in a world where the Viet Nam type if 
conflict is likely to be the norm. 

That is what is behind unification of the 
armed services. Tortuous as the path to 
unification and/or integration (nobody seems 
quite sure whichis which, or which comes 
first) still {s, the idea appears to be not only & 
matter of economy and increased efficlency but 
one that fits this concept of the “prushfire 
war.” 

In the process there are teething troubles, 
Yet as Group Captain William E. Lee, execu- 
tive assistant to Defence Minister Paul Hellyer, 
told a Belleville audience the other day such 
a strategy has been endorsed by military men 
llke General Eisenhower and Field Marshal 
Montgomery. ~ 

Canada in fact is taking the lead in this 
revolutionary concept and It is clear there can 
be no turning back now. 

_ Nuclear war, as Group Captain Lee 
suggested, is a much less probable eventuality 
than it was a few years ago. He quoted statistics 
(The United States, for Instance has enough 
nuclear poundage to create 1,250,000 Hiroshi- 
mas) to show that both sides (the U.S. and 
Russia) possess such a “fantastic capacity to 
destroy each other and themselves that this 
acts as a safety valve.” . 

It is stalemate on the grand scale — or as 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan once put it, 
in classic terms: “War, happily, has become 
too dangerous.” He was referring of course to 
nuclear war. But local wars, the kind for which 
Canada is preparing, in its traditional peace- 
keeping role, are always a possibility in the 
existing context of the east-west power 
struggle. 

What else Js there for Canada to do? Can 
it make other positive contributions to the 
maintenance of peace and the betterment of 
mankind? Yes St can, and Group Captain Lee 
pointed the way. Canada, he said, “should lead 
in the war against poverty, disease and 
ignorance,” He called for a new spirit of 
unselfishness and of sharing, “to correct the 
imbalances in the world today.” ¥ 





Students’ Safety 


Foresight is a useful attribute, particul- 
arly where public safety ls concerned. 

The recent disaster in the Welsh mining 
town of Aberfan when coal slag loosened by 
heavy rain crushed s school, burying scores of 
children, is an example of a hazardous 
situation building up and yet no one, 
apparently, thought to warn the authorities of 
potential danger. 

In Quebec, the recent school bus accident 
at Dorion was another disaster which might 
have been prevented had there been a greater 
degree of alertness on the part of those 
involved. 

But no one can accuse the Point Anne 
reader whose letter appears on this page today 
of lack of foresight. Due attention to the points 
brought up, moreover, could result in safety 
standards relating to school bus operation 
being raised. é 

For example the letter makes the point 
that students, subject first and foremost to 
school board direction as to where they attend 
classes, are then “crammed onto buses and 
taken to their various schools.” 

The write? claims the buses are “jammed 

capacity,” and warns of the hazardous 
situation that could. arise In the event of an 
accident on icy roads. 2 

A grave responsibility lies on school boards 
for the safety of students and here Is one 
aspect of it where potential danger may lurk. 
The operation of school buses does meet a high 
standard for the most part, but It should not 
be taken amiss when it is pointed out that 
accidents can happen. 

If there is overcrowding of district school 
buses it is a matter the schcol board should 
investigate. Foresight ‘such as this could be 
“{nstrumental in saving lives. Just as the maxim 
for all drivers on the roads today should be 
“eterz.al vigilance.”

Down through the generations 
woods ‘have been rated accord- 
ing to thelr beauty and utility. 
Hardwoods such as oak, walnut 
and mahogany have had top 
ranks, with maple and beech in 
a secondary position. Among 
the softwoods pine bas had pri- 
ority though even smoung pines 
there is a wide variation, with 
red pine being at 2 premium 
and jack pine lithe respected. 

Down towards the bottom of 
the ratings have been elm and 
hemlock, though elm has had 
its uses when a strong durable 
wood is required and latterly 
there have developed techniques 
for using bemlock economically. 

About the lowliest of trees has 
been the poplar, Ks wood for 
years wasn't much good for 
anything, even firewood. It is an 
untidy tree, with its branches 
falling off. The woodsman has 
had a great disdain for It. 

Now there are proposals for 
the commereial utilization of an 
estimated — 23,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of poplar in Northern Al- 
berta, A woods expert explains 
® process by which it can be 
hardened and made to take on 
the characteristics of walnut, 
oak, mahogany or other hard 
timber, If this be so, some as- 
tute promoter is going to make 
millions out of the lowly poplar.

Alberta Asks for Changes in Drug Trade 


OTTAWA (CP)—The Alberta 
government wants the ‘protec. 
tive walls around the drug in- 
dustry substantially broken 
down {o bfing. about effeitive 
price competition and lower 
consumer prices. 

Proposais for sweeping 
changes to Canadian patent, 
tariff, trade marks and tax 
laws were placed today before 
the Commons drug prices in- 
quiry in @ bulky economic study 
by a United States economist. 

The study, commissioned by 
the Alberta government, said 
the Canadian industry now is 
almost 90 per cent foreiga-con- 
trolled and is “well able to 
cope” with lowering the bar- 
riers that squeeze out smaller 
competitors. Prices would be 
lowered by 50 per cent with an- 
gual savings to consumers of 
$100,000,000. 

The proposed changes “will 
force existing large firms to re- 
spond to the challenge of price 
competition." says the brief, 
written by Henry B. Steele, as- 
sociale professor of economics 
at the University of Houston.

Slows Cancer Growth 


CHICAGO (AP)— An experi- 
mental diet that slows cancer 
cell activity almost to a halt 
by depriving the cancers of an 
essential nutrient is being used 
on a group of patients at the

° a 
Separatist Threats 

Pierre Bourgault, leader of the separatist 
organization Rassemblement pour L'indepen- 
gence Nationale, says his party is preparing to 
receive the Queen on her visit to Canada for 
Expo “after its fashion.” 

Bourgault does not elaborate on this 
beyond saying the separatists are planning a 
“good reception” for the Queen... but that 
this statement should be interpreted “in the 
light of it coming from the RIN.” ; 

The RIN and other separatist groups are 
usually more direct, and less circumspect in 
these matters. One way or another the nolses 
they make are tiresome, However, if Ottawa 
panders to the wishes of Quebec in other 
respects here is one situation where it should 
tolerate no nonsense. 

If by a “good reception,” Bourgault is 
suggesting something like the vulgar and 
insulting behavior of separatist elements 
during the Queen's visit to Quebec City 'a few 
years ago then both the federal and 
provincial Governments should take due note. 

On the occasion of her last visit the 
utterances of the Quebec nationalists had been 
so threatening that Claude Wagner, then 
Attorney-General in Quebec, took them at their 
word and organized the heaviest security ever 
mounted for a visiting monarch. He cold do 
no less, 

The statements of the RIN at this time 
may be of a threatening nature or they may 
not. But one way or another they should be 
noted in both Ottawa and in Quebec City, and 
appropriate measures taken to ensure the 
safety of the Queen and Prince Philip when 
they visit Expo this summer.

Dairy Farming Lacks Incentive - 


Ontario Liberal Leader Robert 
Nixon revealed some rather 
soul stirring statistics In regards 
to the low Income of many On- 
tario dairy farmers. The level of 
income is incredible in this day 
aod age and takes on even more 
serious proportions when one 
considers the. lwestment 
required to operate a farm and 
tbe need to bave dairy farms. 

He used the Brant County 
Farm Management Association 
findings for his “horrible ex- 
ample” of low Incomes. The 
Brant group, in one of Ontario's 
best farming areas, has 30 dairy 
specialists with fluid milk con- 
tracts. In 1965 they had a net in- 
come of $5,925. At five per cent, 
they figured the interest oa their 
average investment came to 
$2,725. This left them $3,200 for 
a year’s labor, There were 15 
farmers in general dairy farm- 
ing, those with manufactured 
milk contracts, who bad a net 
income of $2,225. After deducting 
$1,635 as interest on investment, 
they were left with $600 for a 
year’s work. It was Jearned, 
however, that farmers special: 
izing in cash crops, fared much 
better. They had a net of $6,800. 

If governments are Jooking for 
& reason why farmers are drift- 
ing away from the dairy farm, 
the Brant county experience, 
supplies it. A. well-stocked dairy 
farm represents an investment, 
in most cases, of $60,000 in plant 
and equipment. And if a farmer

Since thea, 
continuing increases in costs, the farther jump in leaf tobacco prices and the increase 
in federal sales tax have made the present price changes necessary. 

It may be well to underline that our marketing expenditures for advertising and 
promotions in the last two years have been held at the same level despite si 

rising costs of materials and services. : ee

mal levels. 

Similarly, research has 
shown that physically active 
men have a clear-cut advan- 
tage over the more sedentary. 
For example, postal - clerks 


have more heart attacks than 
the postmen who deliver the 
mall; London bus drivers have 
more heart altacks “than con-

Britain 
Asks NATO 
Forces Cut 


LONDON (CP)—Brilain main- 
tained today there is at present 
“‘litue danger of aggression” in 
Europe and that North Atlantic 
powers can easily trim 
conventional forces on the conti- 
nent with confidence. 

Even the prospect of a large- 
scale war through miscalcula- 
tion or accident is highly im- 
probable, Defence Secretary 
Denis Healey maintained in a 
white paper thal gave emphasis 
to the power of nuclear weap- 
onry as the vital deterrent. 

While arguing that a mutual 
reduction of NATO-Warsaw pact 
forces would be the best way

“It's very Interesting that in

The smuggling-offences are sald to have 
Involved bringing in liquor, beer and cigarettes 
for personal use.

One man explained this 
by saying’ that it appeared to be a Christmas 
tradition of the duty-free shops. 

“As far as 1 know everybody recelved a 
cheque for $40, the same amount given to 
hotel and motel operators for passing out or 
placing literature or. information about the 
shops,” he sald. “This Js a common occurrence 
in all businesses and coudn’t have been a 
factor in the suspensions,”

were not a factor, such nalvety is incredible. 
Particularly coming from one of those 
involved. If he and his colleagues did not 
regard $40 handouts and petty smuggling as 
compromising to men in their position they 
™ust know very little about the ways of this 
world.

Accident Rate in Air Travel 


There are two main ways of 
assessing your safety in the air, 
It is not reassuring to find that 
these contradict cach other. 

Taking one standard measure 
there were 1.1 fatal accidents 
per 100 million miles flown in 
1966, In 1965 the same figure was 
0.94. By the similar yardstick of 
deaths per 100 million passenger 
miles, last year's figure was 
0.69, the year before 0.55, So 
things seem to be getting worse. 

But take another measure, 
the number of passenger jour- 
neys or each time one passenger 
made one flight, the figure is 
4.8 deaths per million passenger 
journeys, downyfrom 5.4 per mil- 
lion’ Is 1965S, So things seem to be 
getting better, 

The important things to know, 
however, are not these rather 
meaningless figures. The real 
issues are how many died in how 
many crashes, why they died, 
and what can be done to pre- 
vent accidents in the future. 

The totals are not comforting. 
Excluding the unknown results 
from the communist countries, 
1,19 passengers died last year 
in 36 accidents. throughout the 
work’. Of those, 970 passengers 
in 30 accidents wereson sched- 
uled services, the others on 
charters, 

Twelve of the accidents took 
place during landing or over- 
shoots following landing at- 
femps. Two planes collided (2 
pair of DC3s in Indonesia),

three suffered some” structural 
damage causing them to crash 
and one was sabotaged (in Ad- 
¢n). Almost all Lhe others resul- 
ted from hitting hills or moun- 
tains. 

It is difficuk to be sure of pro- 
bable cause of accidents before 
the official reports are all in. 
But in no less than 10 of last 
year's accidents so far investi- 
gated, the aircraft has been off 
couse, at the wrong height or 
both. As no air crew would in- 
tend to hit a mountain, it seems 
a safe bet that later reports 





will contain the same“ basic 
findings. 

If this is true, half the accl- 
dents were caused by human or 
mechanical errors of a kind 
that should be avoldable. Bet- 
fer flying and better instru. 
ments — both well within the 


capability of the existing air- ~ 


line industry — might have 3 
the accicents in half. 

This is the statistic the airlines 
government regulators and the 
public should be thinking about. 
It means something, and some- 
thing coukd be done about it,

Hay Fever Treatment 


By JOSEPH G, MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I am 14 and 
have had hay fever three years 
ana this year was the worst of 
all. My eyes just about swelled 
shut. I took medication but it 
didn't seem to help, I read ia 
your column that there was a 
preparation which can be given 
by a physician to desensitize 
you to ragweed. How rapidly 
does this work? — Miss J. K, 

Desensitization does not work 
rapidly, dut it cas be very effec- 
tive, This is how it does so. 
When you have “hay fever.” it 
means thet your system can tol- 
erate very little pollen, and you 


have an allergic reaction to it. 

Desensitization must be start- 
ed many months before the hay 
fever season arrives. The phy- 
sician makes {ests to learn pre- 
cisely what pollen or pollens 
may be causing your trouble, 
(There are quite a few besides 
the infamous ragweed.) 

Then he injects extremely 
small doses of the offending pol- 
len extracts — not enough to 
cause an allergic response, but 
epough so your system gradual- 
ly builds up some tolerance. 

.This will pot protect you 
against exposure to a large 
amount of pollen, but will serve 
you well if you avoid too much

Writing from Vatley Forge io 
January 1778, Washington re- 
ported that only 572 of 17,000 
men in camp were fit for duty, 
“Unless there [s a great and 
capital change, this army“must 
be Inevitably reduced to one or 
the other of these three things: 
starve, dissolve, or disperse In 
order to obtain subsistence in 
the best manner they possibly 
ean.” Many of the men were 
serlously i. Thousands were 
pearly naked, or wrapped up in 
sacking. 

In addition (o the slowness of 
Congress to act on behal of the 
army, Washington knew of wide 
discontent with his leadership. 
John Adams, who would one 
day succeed Washington as 
President, expressed the envy 
and opposition of many when on 
the floor of Congress he rebuked 
“the superstitious veneration 
that is sometimes paid to Gen- 
eral Washlagton,”

English Perfected Lead Glass, Added Brilliance 
I i Pg ioe 


in 1675 the sparkle of 
glass gained in brilllance. It re- 
mained the finest quality of 
giass made for about 150 years. 
The English made all sorts of 
glasswares including blown and 
cut glass. 

Cut glass candlesticks were 
first made in England during 
the 1680's, They were made as 
imitations of the expensive and 
rare rock crystal candlesticks. 
The candlesticks were mad@ 
with airtwist decoration in the 
stem, an enamel twist, or cut 
facets. 

A clever glassmaker about 
1750 began making candlesticks 
with a separate sconce which 
held the candle. This was neces- 
sary because the glass crack- 
ed and the candlestick was ruin- 
ed when the candle burned too 
low. The small sconce was less 
expensive to replace than the 
large candlestick.

This is probably a throw- 
back to the days when engine 
design was far simpler, when 
curs were a luxury, sparingly 
used and rarely abused, and 
when the technology of automo- 
tive mechanics was still in 
swaddling clothes. 

Today, a tuneup is not really 
2 tune-up unless it's based on 
thorough inspection, tests, diag- 
nosis and remedial service of 
all major factors which influ- 
ence engine operation, This in- 
cludes the entire fuel, ignition, 
electrical and exhaust system, 
cylinder compression, and valve 
timing.

_ Ambulance Service 

One ofthe main difficulties facing the City 
Ambulance Service in providing an adequate 
service in Belleville and district is unpaid bills. 

‘The problem is not unique, but rather is 
one that is shared by many professional and 
business people. Ultimately the bills may be 
paid, otherwise the only recourse would be 
through legal proceedings. 

At last week’s meeting of City Council, Len 
Steele, a partner in City Ambulance Service, 
said 80 per cent of ambulance bills remain un- 
paid and if salaries had been received by the 
two partners in the service the loss last year 
would have been approximately $10,000. As it 
was, the year’s operation showed a profit of 
only $1.986. 

People who run ambulance services of 
course are not in business primarily to make 
a profit. Their main concern is bringing 
succour to the sick and the injured and the 
dying. By the same token however, they are 
running a business and are entitled to the 
fruits of their labors. And since it is a public 
service, and some members. of the public 
benefiting from it are not paying their bills, 
there is a responsibility on the community to 
see that this situation is rectified. 

Higher operating costs are cited as another 
reason for the difficulties of the ambulance 
service, and council! was told by Mr. Steele that 
an annual subsidy of up to $20,000 will be re- 
quired to maintain adequate service, Many 
other cities are said to be paying annual sub- 
sidies. Meanwhile Council has established a 
committee to study the situation here.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) —Dii- 
trict + Attorney Jim Garrison 
hinted today that free « lance 
pilot David W, Ferrie carried

Ferrie, 48, who described 
himself as a psychologist and 
private detective as well as a 
flyer, was found dead in his 
bed Wednesday. 

Garrison, the six-foot-six gun- 
toting prosecutor, called © the 
death “apparent suicide.” 

The coroner, Dr. Nicholas 
Chetta, sald tests were sot 
complete but death seemed due 
to a massive brain hemorrhage, 
with po sign of suicide except 
a curious, unsigned, undated 
note saying death was a “sweet 
prospect.” 

Ferrie was on the brink of 
producing information that 
could have been important, 
sald Garrison, whose assassina- 
tion investigation—starned long 
after the Warren commission 
finished kts work—has created 
an International sensation. 

“We felt that he was really 
pow ready to talk candidly, to 
contribute to this important in- 
vestigation,” Garrison said. 

“Now gone and it will 
be much harder to make the 
connections between certain 
people. But I'm sure we'll make 
them anyway, 

“T'm just as optimistic today 
as I wis two days ago.” 

Two days ago, Garrison was 
insisting that his effort to prove 
a conspiracy ‘in’ the ‘assassina- 
tion of President Joha F. Ken- 
pedy will result in arrests and 
convictions. 

The president was shot in 
Dallas, Tex., Nov. 22, 198. 
Garrison insists that a conspir- 
acy to murder him was con- 


vey Oswald — a former New

: One of the most extraordinary aspects of 
man’s complex. psychological makeup is his 
mania for ‘collecting things, both on an- 
individual or hobby basis; and at the business 
level his penchant for recording all manner of 
- data to be filed away and seldom ff ever 
consulted again. 

Admittedly, such statistics and data make 
useful comparisons for business firms from 
year to year, and are essential to such shadowy 
organizations as the secret service. But. the, North. =» 
thought occurs, that all those worthy people 
who have labored for years, in Victorian quill 
‘pen fashion, recording these things, are 
probably now retiring in droves to haunts like 
Florida. Because this is the age of the 
computér — and computers perform so much 
more efficiently in collecting and processing 
data than does man himself. . 

But speaking of the secret service, Ottawa 
has decided to carry its statistical caper & 
atage further “by having visitors to this 
country fill”out an arrival-departure card as 
from‘’March 1. The card will be issued by 
airlines and shipping companies (who already 
issue Customs forms) and when completed by 
the visitor it will later become an exit 
document for departure. 

Immigration Minister Jean Marchand 
says the new documentation system “is 
designed to provide a record of the arrival of 
visitors from overseas and to confirm their 
departure.” pe 

Mr. Marchand does not. explain the 
reasons for this new bureaucratic phenomen- 
on, other than to say it isa procedure already 
used by many other countries which, lke 
Canada, donot require visas for visitors from 
overseas. 

However, the fact that the cards will 
show the visitor's name and address, date and 
place of birth, citizenship, marital status and 
intended address in Canada is good indication 
that Ottawa wants to keep closer tabs on those 
who enter this country and what their 


business is here. : 
But passports already contain such 


information, so that this new system is merely 
going to provide more work for those eager 
computers. 

We are left with the thought that what- 
ever individual privacy remains in this world 
‘ft'is scant Indeed. Yet if Big Brother has his 
on us, we will just have to stare him

“ground of a perpetually warring world, the 


editorial says in effect, is an impossible Ideal, 

True, it has been said that “as long as 
man is man there shall be wars.” ; 

And there are all those other bogies that 
tend® ‘to divide mankind — race, color. 
economics and even religion. Man is what he is 
and his behavior toward his fellow man is 
governed by many things and by the 
circumstances of the moment, 

To sum it up in terms of brotherhood, or 
otherwise, we might have recourse to the old 
saying “All is Fair in Love and War.” Thus 
man js a fickle creature and brotherhood may 
or may not be present in any given situation. 
It depends on the circumstances, and the man 
who slaps you on the back one day may have 
the proverbial knife in your back the next. 

For all that, Belleville has set a stirring 
example of the ideal of brotherhood which 
should not go unnoticed. At the Armouries on 
Wednesday night no fewer than 1,000 Belle- 
ville men attended a dinner which was the 
highlight of Brotherhood Week in the city. 

As the Rey. Richard \Jones, executive 
secretary of the Canadjan Council of 
Ghristians and Jews, pointed out, had such an 
event been held tn Toronto it should have 
drawn 30,000 having regard to the population. 

A great deal of time and effort has been 
put into making Brotherhood Week in 
Belleville more than juist a formality, by chalr- 
man Ted Schwab and his colleagues, and not 
forgetting the women of the city congregations 
who took charge of the catering Wednesday 
night. 

“© Brotherhood ls many things, and if it is to 
become something of real significance here 
And in the world at large we must pay more 
than just lip service to the Ideal. 

The man in the street may not have much 
influence on the course of world events 
(although demonstrations against the war in 
Viet Nam are proof he can at least express his 
disapproval). What he.can do, however, is 
improve his image in terms of everyday 
@ealings with his fellow man. 

- Men and women, young and old, those in 
school and in university, can do. much to 
upgrade thelr standards ; of courtesy for 
example, People go about their dally affairs 
in a mood of considerable indifference to the 
welfare of others. 

You hold‘a door open for someone and 
you should receive at least a “thank you,” if 
not a smile, in return. You bump into someone 
in a crowded restaurant and you ought to 
apologize. But all too often neither of these 
courtesies is observed. 

. These are small but important ways in 

‘ which the term “Brotherhood” can come to 
be regarded .as something of value in our 
‘so-called “organizational society.”

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Stirling-Rawdon Principal Takes Issue With Reeve Rodgers

Your news columns recently 
carried some allegations made 
against me by Reeve Rodgers of 
Stirling at a public meeting. I 
ask the courtesy of using your 
columns for a public reply. 

The first statement attributed 
to Reeve Rodgers referred to a 
visit to the Department of Edu- 
cation on Friday, February 10. 
1 accompanied the members of 
the High School Board. Reeve 
Beckett of Rawdon Township 
and one of his Councilmen were 
also present. 

Mr. Rodgers implied that 1 
was concealing Information 
from the people about this meet: 
ing. May I remind the Reeve of 
Stirling that be is also by impli- 
cation levelling the same charge 
against Reeve Beckett aod Mr. 
Harry Morrow, chairman of the 
High School Board, Both of these 
gentlemen gave the meeting a 
clear, accurate aod impartial ac- 
count of what took place In the 
Deputy-Minister’s office. 

Since Mr. Rodgers either ig- 
pored these speakers or forgot 
about them, I am oaly too happy 





to repeat the one emphatic and 
clear-cut thing that was said. 
Deputy-Minister Duffin stated 
categorically that the Depart- 
ment. of Education will never 
close or force the closing of the 
Stirling High School. Only the 
people of Stirling can do that. 
Reeve Rodgers indulged in a 
few statistics, Only 15 out of 30 
students in last year's Grade 8 


‘at Stirling Public School went to 


the local High School, yet the 
school records show that 17 out 
of 26 of the students from Stir- 
lng Public Schools actually en- 
rolled last September and are 
all still in regular atteodance. 

I recall that at a meeting of 
the County Consultative Com- 


mi(tee.on Secondary Education 
at Jape sane gentleman 
stated that a North Sidney 


Grade 8 pupils would attend 
Madoc in September. Actually 7 
out of 11 enrolled in the Stirling 
High School and are still here. 
T consider that these figures 
represent “a reasonable distri- 
bution of the Academie and 
Vocational students in this dis- 
trict. ‘ 

Mr. Rodgers then went on to 
state that only 10 out of 39 atu.

All my sisters and brothers 
were vaccinated and when I ar- 
rived, the youngest, I was not 
vaccinated because one of my 
parents decided in the negative. 
Seon I'll be 70 and just passed 
2 physical exam and am OK. 
Will you please comment on 
that, In my childhood I had 
whoopiag cough, rheumatic 


fever, measles and sick head. 
aches, — Mrs. F. D. 

You were lucky; you also got 
a free ride — the benefit of vac- 
claations which others did have. 

When you were a baby, small. 
pox vaccination was the ou" 
standing one. Somewhat earlier 
ig history, smailpox had killed 
as many as coe person is every 
three or four. Increased use of 
vaccination protected some peo- 


dents ‘In this year's Grade 8 
will attend Stirling High School 
io September. This would repre- 
sent a serious imbalance of ‘Ac: 
ademic and Vocational Students. 
T have in froat of me the pre- 
registration forms which all 
Grade 8, students turned in to me 
on February 2, They show that 
25 out of the 39 lntended to regis- 
ter in the Arts and Science 
Course. If the Reeve's statement 
of February 12 {s correct it rals- 
es the awkward question of why 
so many students changed thelr 
minds within a few days. 

One fact did emerge from the 
public meeting: that arrange.

I sug- 
gested the figure of $50,000 as 
being the price necessary to pur- 
chase this furniture and equip- 
ment back from the Schoo] 
Board which absorbed our dis- 
trict, Recent information which 
has come to my notice Indicates 
that this sum is approximately 
correct, 

Next, I should like to point 
out that at the meeting I asked 
the Reeve a direct question, 
His method of answering it il- 
luminates his evasive tactics. 

I reminded him that on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1967 he had voted for 
amalgamation with the Bay of 
Quinte Board, but that on Feb- 
ruary 10, 1967 he had stated to 
the press that the only realistic 
solution was to close the school 
in Stirling and send all the stu- 
dents to Madoc. 

By way of answer Mr. Red- 
gers blamed the Intelligencer re. 
porter for having named him as 
chairman of the County Consult. 
ative Commiltee on Elementary 
Education. He was chairman 
last year, The point {s quite im- 
material and it is obvious the re- 
porter was using a copy of a re- 
port given to him by the Reeve 
or someone acting for him. 

Mr. Rodgers next complained 
that be had been misquoted, It

The medium security prison scheduled for 
opening shortly at Warkworth has facilities 
for inmates which give it the flavor of a college 
campus, according to Warden W. C. Westlake. 

Addressing Trenton Rotarians recently 
Mr.’ Westlake spoke of humane treatment and 
@ program designed to sustain the inmates’ 
interest in rehabilitation. While he did not 
rule out the possibility of prisoners escaping 
he felt the. educational and’ recreational 
facilities, as well as close supervision by the 
staff, would minimize the risk. ws 

Thus, by affording what the warden 
termed a “free society” atmosphere, or as close 
to it as security and public safety demands, 
Warkworth may be regarded as symbolic 
of an increasingly enlightened approach to 
handling of the wrongdoer today. 

Not that Canada is a leader in this field. 
The Lethbridge Herald, for example, com- 
plains this country is ‘in the midst of building 
a new lot of good, old-fashioned, lock-up 
prisons,” and goes on to throw some light on 
the modern approach to penclogy. 

It quotes part of a submission to the joint 
parllamentary.committee on penitentiaries by 
the wife of an Ontario prison chaplain. With 
the experience of a three-year tour of 200 
prisons around the world behind her, the 
chaplain's wife sald that “every country Is 
looking for an alternative to prisons.” 

: In Sweden, she said, fewer than a third 
of all convicts are in prisons. The rest are on 
probation. In Australia, first offenders are 
sent to “opportunity clubs”. where evenings 
are spent on rehabilitation programs, In 
Mexico, families can join convicted members 


harshness of an antiquated system is giving 
Way to more enlightened security measures,

been taking a look at Canada’s penal system, 
with particular emphasis on the expense it 
represents to the taxpayer. It says that while 
ebdsts vary from one institution to another it 
averages out to a figure greater than the daily 
Toom rate of the most expensive hotels. 

* How can the country recoup such expen- 
ses, how can it turn such a costly system into 
some benefit to the country? The Orillla 
newspaper suggests that instead of such 
mundane tasks as stitching mallbags and 
making Mcence plates prisoners should be put 
to work bullding dams, canals, bridges and 
highways, particularly in remote areas where 
labor is scarce. ae 

The idea is a good one. There are plenty 
of remote areas awalting development in 
Canada. The Far North is one, and the 
prisoners themselves would surely welcome 
activities that provide some challenge and call 
for some ingenulty. 

This way too, soclety at large would be 
freed to some extent from the constant threat 
of the criminal elements. To escape from an 
institution in a remote area would offer little 
reward to the prisoner. And the general public 
would be out of harm’s way.

What causes a “frozen” joint? 
Sometimes injury — such as & 
dislocation or fracture; some- 
times bursitis; sometimes arth- 
ritis; sometimes the aftermath 
of having to keep the joint in 
one position, without moving, 
for a certain length of time, ax 
with a»broken collar bone. Or 
removal "of a breast leaves the 
shoulder area very tender for 
some time. Such patients are 
warned to move the arm and 
shoulder, even though it burts, 
to avoid a “frozen” shoulder, 

Tne trouble (clinging together 
of tissues) can occur from lack 
of movement. There may be ir- 
ritation from certain tendons 
riding over the joint, 

People who are highly sensi- 
tivé to pain, or who don't follow 
instructions after certain opera- 
tions or ailments (including 
acute arthritis) are the most 
Ukely candidates for a “frozen” 
jolnt. . 

How to correct it? Physical 
manipulation of the joint, under 
anesthesia, to loosen the “fr 
zen” tissues is one way. Appli- 
cation of heat, plus the patient's 
own efforts to move the joint 
gradually, is: another. Some- 
times surgery ls required to re- 
lease adhesions and free trap- 
ped tendons. iy
